pires, which, as now arranged, will 
be on January,29, at S o'clock in the 
morning. 
Shortly after that date it 


is believed a meeting will be arranged 
between President Sun Tat Sen and 
Yuan Shi Kai, at which details will 
be drafted for the establishment of 
a kind of coalition, government con- 
trolling the north and south.

The late WILLIAM DELANEY, who was.one of the most fa- 


mous trainers of pugilists the world hes ever known. 


Death Conquers Man Who Put in Condition the 


Great Champions of the Roped Arena 


William Francis Delaney, one of 


the Old Guard of the boxing game 
and a man whose fame was known all 
over the world In the athletic neld. 
died last night at his residence, 1365' 
Broadway, after an illness extending 
over many months. 
\ 


While the passing away of. •the vet- 


eran sportsman was not unexpected, 
it will cause universal sorrow wher-' 
ever sporting- men gather. 
Early in 


life the decedent took to sports and 
was noted for his boxing- and ability 
to condition men wherever skill and 
knowledge counted. 
He was Insep- 


arably associated with the history of 
amateur and professional boxing, par- 
ticularly in the west. He was a pio- 
neer in training methods for athelees 
and. enforced a rigid discipline and 
much outdoor 
work 
to 
which he 


ascribed his success. 


A BOXER OF NOTE. 


He was a boxer of note as well as 


a trainer and served on different oc- 


casions as sparring partner to the

was not, however, heavily interested 
financially In

and rarely 


made large wagers on the outcome of

MULLINS IS SPEAKER. 


Chairman Mullins.was the first speaker. 


He read the resolution as adopted by the 
board and followed it up with a state- 
ment as to -what li&d been done by the 
supervisors of Aiameda county In per- 
fecting the main roads leading towards 
the bay region. 


"On account of the great population of 


Aiameda and other bay counties, and tho 
fact that Aiameda county alone pays 
'nearly 10 per cent of tho state ta^es 
with a property valuation of. more th:in 
$200,000,000, we believe that we should re- 
ceive due consideration of the present 
question as to what our share will be in 
the state bond issue. ' Lying as it does 
adjacent to the bay and the outlet of a 
great and wealthy back country, it Is es- 
sential tmit Aiameda county should have 
a good system of roads. 


"Aiameda county has not waited for the 


State to build roads for her. In the last 
ten years thsra has been expended wltli- 
in the county more than Sl.OOO.OnO in con- 
structing boulevards and highways In a 
permanent manner. Now we ask that the 
State take over portions of these lying 
outside the cities and Include them in 
the great hlghwny system. 


ALREADY IMPROVED. 


"The routes suggested have been to a 


Inrge extent improved by county taxes 
and there remains little for the State to 
do in the way of expenditure. This fact 
alone is a strong argument for tho plans. 


"Considering the situntion of Alameda 


county, the demands made 
upon 
tho 


Highway Commission are reasonable nnd 
ihey have the backing of all the counties 
iiround the bay." 


When seon today after his return from 


tho capital. Supervisor Mullins said: 


"We feel coTfidcnt that the commis- 


sioners will comply with our 
demands. 


Wo have Invited them to come (Iowa here 
and look over the routes and w« urn 
certain that when they see what linn nl- 
ready been done there will he TIO hesi- 
tancy In their endorsing our proposition."

Average Wage in Factories 


for Girls Is $5 to $9 


Per Week 


'WASHINGTON, .Jan. 25.—An In- 


Ivestlgation of the hours and earnings 
of -wage-earning women in California 
ifurnishes the subject of a bulletin just 
'issued by the Bureau of Labor, De- 
partment 
of 
Commerce and Labor. 


,Th« industries studied are fruit and 
vegetable canning; the manufacture of 
candy, biscuits, etc;; cigars and cigar- 
ettes; paper boxes, and shirts, over- 
alls, etc.' These are industries em- 
ploying large numbers of women and 
girls. .Except in the case of canning, 
the factories -were in' San Francisco 
and Oakland. 
Thirty-four establish- 


ments, employing 5552 women, were 
'studied, and 1569 women furnished 
personal data. 
Of the total women 


- employed in the five industries 220 


were under 16 -years of age. 
The fig- 
ures relate to the year ending April 
30, 1911.

WOMEN IN CANNERIES. , 


- The report'covers nine canneries, 
employing 5111 persons, two-thirds of 
whom were Tvomen. From 604 of these 
women -individual information was se- 
cured. Few workers were found un- 
der 15..years of age and practically 
Uone under 12. 
, In the canning industry the season 
IB short, and 
employment fluctuates 


violently within its limits. Hours are 
•more Irregular than In any other in- 
dustry. A -working week may be made 
up of'lO',-"8, T and~16-"hour'days, "or 
It may be-a steady drive of from 12 
to 16 hours a day for seven days, for 
there,is no law against Sunday work. 
In the nine canneries studied the aver- 
age season in the city was 18."4 weeks 
and in the country 14.2 weeks. 
The average hours

week for ths city cannery women were 
B7 8 and for those in the country can- 
neries 68.8. 
These averages include 


some strikingly long, hours in indir 
vidual cases... The employers them-

Only 8 
per cent c£ the women were under 
1C years. 


The weekly earnings during tho 


normal season ranged from an av- 
erage of $4.88 for those under 16 to 
$8.87 for the women of 25 to 44 years.

To meet at least in part the objections 


raised by J; E. Baker the city council 
this morning amended tho ordinance 
creating the office of city 
supervising 


architect before passing the Instrument to 
print. Baker appeared as a private 
citizen to protest against certain provi- 
sions of the ordinance which he believed 
would work to the detriment of the city 
in producing poor -workmanship on the 
public* buildings about to be constructed. 


The ordinance as passed to print, 


creates the office of supervising: architect 
of. the city, and gives him full chargo of 
a bureau of architecture to prepare plans 
for 21 school buildings and the municipal 
auditorium, and to [supervise tha erection 
of these. The expenses of the of flee, in- 
cluding the remuneration of the super- 
vising architect.'and that for architects 
employed under his direction, is to come 
out of the six per cent of the contract 
price on all the construction work. 


The plan was drawn, by Commissioner 


of Public "Works Harry S. Anderson and 
approved by the council and the board-of 
education. 
J: J. Donovan, supervising 


architect on the new City Hall,, is to be 
appointed to the position. 


When the ordinance came up for pas- 


sage to print this morning before the 
council Joseph E. Baker asked .tho prlvl- 


of addressing the council. Baker 


outlined several-objections-to the method 
suggested,, declaring :that it would, create 
an "architectural sweat shop bureau," as 
the supervising architect, in having tho 
plans for buildings drawn, would get it 
done as .-cheaply as possible in order that 
the remainder from the six per cent foo, 
which -would 'ba left for him, might bo 
greater. Baker also declared that the 
plan would promote poor workmanship 
and jobbery. 


ENDORSED BY INSTITUTE. 


It was pointed out that tha plan was 


endorsed by the American Institute of 
Architecture, and that Donovan intended 
paying, for the architectural work done 
under his supervision in accordance(with 
the schedule formulated by the Institute 
of Architecture. Baker declared that the 
.ntentions of one man were not sufficient 
protection for the city. 


To meet this objection; ana on ths 


advice of City Attorney Ben F. 'Woolner, 
the ordinance was amended by the addi- 
tion of a clause establishing the rates to 
be paid by the supervising architect to 
other architects employed By him, 
the 


rates to be absolutely In accordance with 
the schedule for such work as estab- 
lished by tha 
American Institute of 


Architecture. 


AMENDMENT. 


Tha amendment reads as follows: 
"AH employments made by said super- 


vising architect shall be In accordance 
with the schedule of the American Insti- 
tute of Architecture." 


"With 
this amendment the ordinance 


was given its second reading and passed- 
to print. 
It will come uj> for final pas- 


sage next week. The motion to pass to 
print was carried unanimously by the 
council on the motion of Commissioner 
of Public "Works Harry S. Aiiderson, the 
father of the plan. 


BAKER'S STATEMENT. 


In presenting his objections to the or- 


dinance before the council, Mr. Baker 
read from, the proposed bill the sections 
to which he took exception. He said: 


"I appear, hers not as the representa- 


tive of any newspaper or any architect, 
but as 'a private citizen and taxpayer in 
the interests of ihe city. By' the terms 
of this ordinance which I have just read 
to..you .the compensation for architects 
to be employed in this bureau is a mat- 
ter of private agreement between the 
supervising architect and the men em- 
ployed. 


"The cheaper he can get it done, the 


more money thero will toe left over out 
of the six per cent allowed on the con- 
tract price fpr his share. This merely 
establishes a' sweat-shop plan of doing 
business by which the men will be paid 
the least possible on each job. Nothing 
In the ordinance restricts the supervis- 
ing architect, as to the price to be paid. 
For that reason you could not-have'es- 
tablished a better method by which to 
get shabby work for your money. 


"In addition £o this the ordinance does 


not restrict the supervising architect in 
any way as to where he shall seek his 
architects to do- all this work. 
If he 


wishes he can let it out entirely to east- 
ern men. 


"It is stated that the office to be cre- 


ated by this ordinance is to be filled by 
the appointment of Mr. Donovan. Mr. 
Donovan comes from the east, and in 
this regard might tie expected to fail pos 
slbly to see that local men are very able 
to do this work. 
"I may be allowed to remark here that 


the plans accepted for the new City Hall 
did not comply with the terms of the 
competition at which they were obtained. 
I don't wish to find fault but 
" 


MAYOR INTERRUPTS. 


"Tha competition was fair in every 


way," interrupted Mayor JVtott. "The com- 
mittee of architects who acted as judges 
thre-v out two- sets of plans from large 
reputable firms because of slight technical 
failures to comply with the conditions." 


"The 
plans called for a building to cost 


$1,000,000, and the building to ba put up 
•will cost 51,300,000," responded Baker. 


"The original plans were within the cost 


specified," said Mayor Mott "The altera- 
tions which entailed additional cost were 
made after the plans had been accepted 
and approved. You, yourself, approved of 
the change." 


"That's right," returned Baker. 
"And 


as I said, I do not wish to find fault That 
matter is a. dead horse now anyway. 


"But what I do wish to point out Is 


that you are puting all this work into the 
hands of a stranger to Oakland, a man 
from the East, who is riot a 
" 


"Mr. Donovan is a citizen of Oakland 


and a voter in the State of California," in- 
terrupted Commissioner of Public "Works 
Anderson. 


"He must have become a citizen prettr 


recently," went on Baker. "Wo are to 
spend about $2,000.000 in building twenty- 
one school houses. I figure the gross com- 
pensation would amount to about $125,- 
000 for this in architects' fees. -Sir. Don- 
ovan would bo in a position under this 
ordinance to farm out all this work to 
his own advantage or to his friends in 
the East. I cion't say he is going to graft, 
but I say that If he wanted to, this is tho 
best possible way to give tho opportunity. 


NOT PERSONAL MATTER. 


"This Is not a personal matter In any 


way. 
I would object if it were the In- 


tention to appoint a local man. But this 
firdlnance presents two salient faults. 
It 


opens the door to discrimination against 
local men. It opens the way to gutting 
poor, cheap 
workmanship. 
If It goes 


through cvtry one of you will be sorry 
for it. 
livery man and woman In tho 


city of Oakland will bo sorry for It It 
will mean that the compftenco and ability 
of local tnon will bo qupstlonofl, and that 
\ve will get poor return for our monoy 
In r. Hold where we badly need good work 
and a good return."

I .have told Dono- 
van that he IB to choose the men to do 
this work with; ft view to efficiency, .and 
that he is to have a free hand. The plan 
has been approved by Superintendent Mc- 
Clymonds, who has had much experience 
in this sort of work." 


QUEER ARGUMENT. 


Baker interposed that he considered 
Anderson's argument queer, as he stated 
that he could not select an architect, but 
could select an expert to choose archi- 
tects. In return Anderson named a num- 
ber of leading architects of the bay re- 
gion who had approved of his plan, and 
cited a letter from local architects, Gal- 
loway & Marquart, proposing a similar 
plan. 
.Mayor Mott backed up Anderson's Con- 
tentions, and praised Donovan as the, 
most available and best man for the 
place. 
sponsa to an invitation from Mayor Mott 
He said:- 
"This ordinance means that the whole 
plan will be In accordance -with the rec- 
ommendations of. the American Institute 
of Architecture. I cannot deviate in any 
detail from their recommendations and 
schedules. Professor John Galen' Howard, 
the president of the local chapter, has 
assured me of his co-operation and ad- 
vice.

Dr. Barrows spoke at length of the 


election he .witnessed In one of the Mexi- 
can states to elect a governor. One of 
tho candidates was a blue-blooded don 
who was former governor.and who had 
apparently given an honest and able ad- 
ministration, returning his salary to the 
state for public improvements. The .other 
candidate was from the Industrial ranks, 
a former carpenter, who had lived in 
exile for a time in America, and later 
engaged In the undertaking 
business. 


During the recent war time the under- 
taker, suspected of revolutionary plot- 
tings, was ordered • into custody.

simple and open. The right of ballot 
is extended to all save beggars, vag- 
rants and confirmed drunkards.

have the right of vote unless they are 
hard drinkers. There Is In soma of the 
states a required qualification that the 
voter must be able to read and write but 
this qualification Is not generally In ef- 
fect 
If enforced It would disqualify 


many now voting. 


Dr. Barrows told of his first effort to

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New England's Changing Population. 


' A striking fact has been developed by the great mill strike at 


Lawrence, Massachusetts, and that 'is the predominance of people 
of the Latin races in this old New England factory town. The 
leader of the strikers is an-Italian, and Italians, Belgians and 
French Canadians constitute the great body of the mill hands. Ap- 
parently only a'few Americans and Irish are employed in the fac- 
tories of Lawrence. 
There are some Poles and Armenians, but 


they did not strike and were driven from their looms by the Italians, 
who constitute the most violent element among the strikers. 


What is true of Lawrence is true of nearly all the New Eng- 


land factory towns. The native race has given way to foreigners 
of'an entirely different breed. The Latin and the Slav have taken 
the places once occupied by the descendants of the Puritans. Even 
thz farm' lands are passing into the hands of Poles and Italians, 
ami the Catholic cross is more frequently seen on church edifices 
than the symbols of Protestantism. The creed of Calvin and the 
posterity of the Pilgrims are passing away, and the children of 
France and Italy and the Roman confessional are. possessing their 
heritage. . 


The French Canadians are devout Catholics, and the Italians 


hardly less so. The Poles and the Slavs from the Adriatic prov- 
inces of Austria are loyal to .the ancient church. Of all the for- 
eigners who are invading New England the Armenians alone do 
not render spiritual obedience to the Church of Rome. In such 
towns as Holyoke and Chicopee, m Western Massachusetts, for- 
eigners of the Latin and Slavic races predominate and the Polish 
farmer is a, familiar figure in the. neighboring country side. Bos- 
ton is- becoming Irish and Catholic and the interior is becoming 
Slav and Latin Catholic. It is "a curious transformation—a re- 
versal of'.form, to use a racing phrase. The Irish, the Latins and 
the Slavs multiply rapidly, while the pioneer inhabitants rear 
small families or none at all. There is a constant movement of 
the more virile of the old stock to the great cities and to the West, 
while there is a steady influx from French Canada and' the South 
of .'Europe.

In other words,- the population of New England is rapidly 


changing in r.ace and-character. The distinctive or YanlAe. flavor 
of jNew England citizenship is disappearing, and is being succeeded 
•by/ something entirely alien, to it 
. 


•; The officers of the American navy are still true to the tradi- 


tions of the service. Not long ago Commander Bertolette of the 
gunboat Yorktown, stationed at Guayaquil for the protection of 
American' citizens residing in Ecuador^ died of yellow fever, leav- 
ing the vessel without a commanding officer. 
When the news 


reached Washington, Commander Thomas Washington volun- 
teered to take command of the infected ship and was immediately 
ordered to do so. He is now on his way to,a.post of duty where 
the opportunity for distinction is remote and the peril dispropor- 
tionately large. But the officers of the American navy are of a 
fine typCj and their devotion to duty is a. proverb. 


Colonel Roosevelt's Lafesf Complaint. 


Colonel Roosevelt complains that the newspapers will not: let 


him alone. It is a novel complaint for the Colonel; to make. _ No 
,man in American jpublic life has ever courted newspaper notoriety 
so artfully; and assiduously as he. No other man has.'.ever con- 
ducted himself in such a manner as to continually excite speculation 
and public curiosity. 
' 


While the Colonel is complaining that the newspapers will not 


letTaira alone, he is playing to the galleries and", seeking a place on 
the billboards. A short, plain, straightforward statement of his /at- 
titude and political intentions would resolve at once the questions 
and doubts which surround 'him and give a -morbid interest to. what 
he says. He keeps stirring the political pot, but keeps everybody 
guessing as to what he intends to do. He envelopes himself in the 
kind,of mystery that invests a man who goes about wearing a mask 
and.a red cloak, 
. '- 
. 


And it is quite evident that the Colonel enjoys the attention the 


•Bewspapers pay him. He would be grieved indeed if they neg- 
lected him and did not .note his every action and word. He is no 
shrinking, modest violet. It pleases him to be seen and heard, to 
hold tlie center of the stage and stand in the limelight. His com- 
plaint if? a Pickwickian expression of satisfaction that he is success- 
fully playing at one time the roles of Jack Cade and the Sphinx. 


Colonel Roosevelt vigorously assails the arbitration treaties, the 


Sherman anti-trust law and the judiciary, but he refuses to say a 
word about the tariff, the parcels post, the granting of subsidies to 
American shipping or rebating the tolls on American ships passing 
through the Panama canal. While the reciprocity agreement with 
Canada was pending he gave no expression of opinion on that meas- 
ure, but he was ready enough to attack the arbitration treaties. His 
militant utterances on some public questions, coupled with his 
studied,reticence with regard to others, fill people with expectancy. 


In no instance has he. given any expression of approval of any- 


thing that President Taft has donef but he has criticized the en- 
forcement of the anti-trust law and denounced the arbitration 
treaties. Meanwhile his admirers are booming him for President, 
and he declines to say whether or not he is a candidate. Naturally 
he is an object of popular interest and receives a good deal of at- 
tention from the press. But the fault is not with the newspapers. 
.The Colonel is himself, responsible for the notoriety he is receiving. 


There ..is some caviling at the report of tlie Senate committee 


that investigated the election of Senator Stephenson of Wisconsin. 
The committee reports that, the charge of bribery was not proved. 
It might have added that the evidence failed to'show that any law 
was broken by Stephenson and his campaign managers. Stephen- 
son spent $107,000 in his campaign for re-election, but it was not 
shown that any money was expended illegally. The election was 
held in accordance with a free-for-all primary law which places no 
restriction on the amount of money a candidate may spend. Some 
people seem to think the committee should have reported in favor 
of unseating Stephenson on the ground that he spent too much 
money, but as the money was spent lawfully and nobody was cor- 
rupted (so far as the testimony shows) the committee" could not 
have reported otherwise than it did. It is to be noted in this con- 
nection also that La Follette, who made the charge against his col- 
league, is the father of tlie Wisconsin primary law. Had not Ste- 
phenson broken with him politically La Follette would have had no 
fault to find with the amount of money he spent. 


According to the New York dispatches, the turkey trot has been

Judge Haft on Capital Punishment. 


Hon. E. C. Hart, one of the justices of the Third District Court 


of Appeals, is emphatic in disapproving the abolition of capital 
punishment. He says it should never be'abolished until there was 
some assurance that human life, can be protected without it. On 
tiis subject Jndge Hart speaks with .authority, for he was a. distin- 
guished criminal lawyer prior to taking ". seat on the bench. -As a 
:nisi prius judge :jh|* was notfid'TO'r the; severity/ qf the sentences-he 
'imposed upo'n 'burgrariphighway. robbers and -'shedders^of blood. 
His rea'son'for giving burglars, and highway robbers long ^sentences 
was: that the burglar and. the highwayman always had murder in 
contemplation and frequently do commit murder in their criminal 
operations. They go armed and prepared to take life. Yet Judge 
Hart is a man of kind heart and humane instincts. It is his belief, 
however; that leniency to criminals of a certain type is a grave 
mistake, inasmuch as-it robs the citizen of the protection the law 
is designed to give him. The judge belieyes in'giving criminals a 
chance to reform, but 'his idea is that reformation should begin in 
prison and that clemency should'only be extended when substantial 
proofs have been given that it is deserved. His reasoning is sound 
and his conclusions are in accordance with the views of men who 
have had a practical experience in penology. 


All the bay .counties should join hands in' urging the State 


Highway Commission to build the so-called :.wishbone highway 
around the bay from Oakland and Berkeley to San Francisco via 
San Jose. The proposed highway will be a convenience to fully 
one-third the inhabitants of the State, and it can be connected up 
at various points with the system of roads 'traversing the great 
central valleys. The wishbone highway should be completed be- 
fore the Panama-Pacific exposition opens, and so should a branch 
through the Livermore valley connecting the road system of Ala- 
meda county with the highway system of San Joaquin county. 


It is officially announced through the accredited mouthpiece, 


Al McCabe, that the California jobocracy will continue to support 
R, M. La Follette as originally planned. Nevertheless some of the 
pie-biting newspapers are wavering between Battle Bob and Roose- 
velt. They are beginning to see that the La Follette boom is dead, 
and would like to climb aboard a more promising band-wagon; but 
the official orders just issued will probably recall them to their 
allegiance.

Besides, a book considered supreme today 
might be superseded tomorrow.

then -shall be said for the claim, that the 
Bible is the world's supreme Book? In 
what sense Is supremacy claimed for It? 
In this: That in all the range of human 
experience with Its truest Joys, Its deepest 
sorrows and .Its highest hopes. • the Bible 
meets man with satisfactory answers. It 
tells him whence he came, what he Is, 
where he goes. 


It Is the Supreme Book because It Is 


inspired of God—Inspired • in an unique 
sense in which no other bok is inspired. 
Theories -of inspiration there may be with 
plenty of latitude for" radicals- and con- 
servatives. 
But through all the con- 


tentions . between, destructive and

struotlve critics, the Bible holds on Its 
way, held in the faith of the great body 
of Christians as 
God's supremely and 


uniquely Inspired revelation to men. 


The .history of Christ—detailing:, his 


birth, 
ministry, 
miracles, 
crucifixion, 


burial, resurrection and ascension, Is all In 
the New Testament and linked with the 
history and prophecy of the Old Testa- 
ment. So much is this so that the Bible 
and Christ cannot be separated without 
destroying the authority of the one and 
the significance of the other.

In answering: our suprem- 
est questions, even concerning immortal- 
ity, It Is for all men the Supreme Book. 


ROADLESS 
RUSSIA 


Russia Is a roadless land. It Is Incon- 


ceivable to the foreign visitor who has 
ever left the beaten track of the railways 
In Russia how a great empire can have 
subsisted so long and so successfully 
amid the competition of the rival states 
beyond Its borders without even a. pre- 
tense at roads. 


The secret, of course, lies In the fact 


that for flve or six months In the year 
nature herself provides roads over the 
greater part of the expanse of All the Rus- 
elas, admirably smooth, glassy roadways 
over 
hard--worn 
snotr. 
The traffic Is 


further cheapened over these roads by the 
substitution of a sledge runner for the 
wheel and asl«. This brings the coat of 
land carriage as near the cheapness of 
water-toorne freight as possible, and it 
Is the principal mason why Russia, In 
the twentieth century. Is still a roadless 
land. ' 
. 


There are some 44,000 miles of railway 


in Russia, and not one-third that figure 
of metaled roads! The roads are, even 
more markedly than the railways, which 
of late have begun to consider economic 
and commercial needs, strategic roads 
from the center to the confines of the 
empire. It Is the Intention of the council 
of ministers to set about remedying this 
defect, and It Is hoped to remove it 
within the next decade. A beginning Is 
to be made with European Russia only, 
leaving all Siberia, Central Asia, etc., 
for later. The proportion of lineal miles 
of road to square miles of territory, ac- 


cording to the proposals before the .coun- 
cil of ministers, Is to be as one to ten. 
In France the proportion' Is one to one, 
and in the worst provided European coun- 
try It !s not less than one to eight. There- 
fore Russia Is aiming at much less than 
other countries already have, and for the 
most part have had for many centuries. 


To make In ten years the 165,600 miiaa 


of roads required Is one of these gigantlo 
measures of reform comparable only to 
the agrarian settlement scheme on which 
the 
present government. of Russia la 


steadily engaged. The money cost of con- 
structing for European Russia only suf- 
ficient roads to provide one lineal mile to 
ten square miles of country is estimated 
at. little 
under 
two 
hundred millions 


sterling, a sum far beyond the capacity 
of Russia to provide for this purpose In 
money. But If Russia has not the money. 
she undoubtedly has the men, and these 
have nowadays plenty of spare time, holi- 
days, etc., so that the eminently prao- 
tlcal plan of the council of ministers la 
to get these roads made in the course of 
the next decade by requiring local labor 
and resources to give up so much other- 
wise wasted time to the task, materials 
being supplied where not found on the 
spot 


It Is roughly estimated that not more 


than half a week a year from every man 
and horse In rural Russia would provide 
sufficient labor to complete the schema 
without unduly burdening any Individual 
or class.—London Standard.

permanently organized last night at 
an enthusiastic meeting in the rooms 
of the Chamber of Commerce, when 
delegates from 25 improvement clubs 
chose the following; officers: 
Presi- 


dent, Charles F. Gorman: vice-presi- 
dent, Fred I/- Shaw; secretary. Dr. 
G. B. N. Clow; teasurer, R. .15. Hum- 
mel. 
The object of the association 


is set forth in the- by-laws, which were 
drawn by a committee consisting of 
J. AV. Phillips, H. N. Gard, R. E. Hum- 
mel Fred L. Shaw and W. A. Wann, 
is to assist the city and county as- 
sessors in bringing about and main- 
taining equitable assessed valuations 
on the properties in Alameda county 
and to take such action as may be 
deemed necessary for the civic better- 
ment of the county. 
Most important among the sugges- 


tions made last night was that of 
Judge John C. Coburn of Emeryville, 
who announced that he had spent 
some time in considering wa3rs and 
means by which the assessment rolls 
could be made familiar to the great- 
est number of people throughout the 
county. 
He referred to the photo- 
gaphic system of copying the block 
books as recommended for use In 
the Recorder's office for records re- 
cently by the Alameda County Tax- 
payers' Association. 


PLAN CIRCtJIjATIOlS". 


This system, he pointed out, could 


be used equally as well in making 
copies of the block books. 
His plan 


was that the newly formed associa- 
tion should have prepared a set of 
these books by the photo process and 
that same be distributed among the 
different organizations affiliated with 
the Civic Association. It would then 
fall upon the district club to circu- 
late them among property owners and 
get what they considered a fair es- 
timation of the value of their prop- 
erty. 
It was stated by President Gorman 


that the difference between the as- 
sessment of property in Oakland by 
the city and county officers amounted 
tcv J12,000,000 or an annual discrep- 
ancy of more than $135,000. 


"This- fact alone seems to be a suf- 
ficient cause for our getting together 
and working for an adjustment," he 
said. 
"If is time ..that something is 


done to put.the assessment rolls on 
a more equal basis, for we realize that 
Oakland has suffered In the past from 
such an Indefinite system of valuing- 
property within the city.'.' 


"'.'We realize that the city of Oak- 


land is at a crises," ' said. Vice-Presi- 
dent Shaw in taking the chair.

Frank Thorn, Who. Sought 


Death. 


Arrested for shooting within the 


city limits when he attempted to take 
his own life, Frank 
Thorn,, master 


mariner and'cousin of Tom Williams, 
the well known racing man, today re- 
ceived assistance from an unexpected 
quarter. 
The publicity ' given his 


case brought It to the attention of 
Beri H. Pendleton, former president of 
the Oakland city council and head of 
the municipal water supply committee. 
Pendleton formerly knew members of 
Thorn's family, and today appeared 
at the city prison and offered to aid 
the' heartbroken mariner.

The figures showed the shipments, mar- 
gins and average cost of the beef for- 
warded from the plants of the National 
Packing Company at 
Chicago, Omaha,

Bacteriology," was the subject of the 
third lecture on the Hitchcock Foun- 
dation by Dr. Richard Mills Pearce of 
the University of 
Pennsylvania, de- 


livered before a large audience in Cali- 
fornia Hall last evening. The final 
lecture in the series will be given to- 
morrow evening. 


The labors 
of Pasteur 
were re- 


counted as the best way of telling the 
story of 'bacteriology for while bac- 
teria were known and theories of in- 
fection elaborated and 
vaccination 


practiced before his time, it was he 
who definitely established the -impor,, 
tance of bacteria in putrefactions fer- 
mentation and disease and 
gave to 


vaccination a scientific basis. 
This 


influence of Pasteur is comparable in 
medicine only to that of Virchow or in 
general biology to Parwln's.researches. 


, PASTEUR'S DIFFICtnLTEES, 
'In presenting this story the popular 


conceptions concerning the infectious 
diseases as well as the attitude of the 
medical profession toward these dis- 
eases was shown and the many diffi- 
culties Pasteur had to overcome were 
emphasized. 
Pasteur, 
a 
chemist 


studying the peculiarities of the tar- 
taric acids, was attracted to the bio- 
logical side of his problem by observa- 
tions on the fermentation of the salts 
of these acids. This led immediately 
to the study of alcoholic fermenta- 
tion and later to the study of spon- 
taneous generation, 
after which it 


was an easy step to the study of the 
infectious diseases. 


The Investigation of the disease of 


silk worms which was ruining the silk 
culture, of France was found by him 
to be due to a 
parasite, and 
his 


method of procuring healthy worms 
led to a 
rehabilitation 
of this In- 


dustry. 


LISTER FOLLOWED PASTEUR. 
At about the same time he estab- 


lished the method of destroying bac- 
teria by that now know.n as Pasteur- 
ization, and although flrsi applied., by 
him to wines is now used generally 
for all solid and fluid foods,which 
have to be canned or bottled before 
consumption. It was the knowledge 
of Pastur's work in fermentation that 
led Lister to develop the theory of 
asepsis as applied to surgery and thus 
added to surgery its greatest boon 
after anesthesia. Pasteur 
was 
nol 


content, however, with the study of 
the etiology of disease but with true 
scientific zeal and patriotic ardor de- 
sired to find a means of curing some 
of the diseases 
which 
affected the 


cattle of France. The result of this 
was his 
celebrated 
discovery of a 


vaccine for anthrax and a method of 
treating chicken cholera. 
This in 


turn was followed by his treatment o: 
rabies In man now carried on through 
out the civilized world in institute; 
known as Pastur Institutes.

celved another impetus through the 
work of Robert Koch who Introduced 
solid media for the growth of hac 
terla and other methods of study by 
which it was possible to isolate th 
organisms of various diseases; thu

ments of the discovery of the bacteria 
causing tuberculosis, glanders, cholera 
diphtheria, locKjaw, etc., which Us 
within the next few. years was largely 
augmented.

cakes of Ice attracted her attention and, 
seating herself ujxra them, the little one 
began to amuse herself by propelling 
them along the frozen surface of the 
river. 


Suddenly the ice cutters were aroused 


by a loud splash and a child's screams 
and were horrified to see the child seat- 
ed on an Ice cake floating rapidly down 
the river toward the Enfield falls, 150 
feet away. 
An attempt to rescue the 


child by means of a long- rope failed. 
Several of the men ran along the banks 
of the river, and one of them, throwing 
off his heavy boots, sprang after her. 
The cold water forced him to abandon 
the attempt, however, and in a few-min- 
utes the child was within a few feet 
of the roaring falls,

The attention of the panic stricken 


men was detracted from the" child In 
her perilous 
position by a 
whizzing 


above them as Charles S. Jenkins, a 
shoe repairer and amateur aviator, swept 
down from the sky to the west and-over 
the river.

attention to the child, who seemed to 
them to be at the very brink of the 
falls. 
The child's attention had also 


been attracted: to the aeroplane, which 
was swooping down upon her and, kneel- 
ing upon the Ice raft, she waved her 
hands and screamed to the aviator. As 
the machine passed over the cakes of 
ice the child made a leap and a wild 
clutch, grasping a cross support fax 
above the engine, and was lifted to the 
seat by Jenkins.
